He then continues to explain 
that by "kill", he means the use 
of criticism, rather than murder! 
(emphasis added): 

So this is our 
one of the items, to vanquish all 
these rascals, so-called svamis. 
They say that " Why you criti¬ 
cize others also? " Because we 
have to vanquish them. Now 
these people cannot rise. When 
there is sunrise, there is no use 
of these glowworms. So this 
Krsna consciousness movement 
is Krsna Himself. Therefore they 
must be finished, all over the 
world. So-called religionists, so- 
called philosophers, so-called 
avataras, svamis, yogis- fin¬ 
ished. Our program should be 
like that." 

a) When SrTla Prabhupada 
made this statement, he was 
specifically speaking of various 
false gurus outside ISKCON, and 
he states that this vanquishing 
of false gurus was only one of 
ISKCON's programs. 

b) However, if these false gu¬ 
rus are inside ISKCON itself, the 
very movement that is supposed 
to be smashing the false gurus, 


then ISKCON would no longer be 
'Krishna Himself". And then van¬ 
quishing these false gurus would 
need to become the program for 
those who care about ISKCON. Be¬ 
cause unless ISKCON itself is first 
saved, it cannot save anyone else. 

c) And in this issue (please see 
pages 4 and 5), we provide evi¬ 
dence of this need from ISKCON's 
own leaders, who now accept 
what the IRM has been saying 
about ISKCON deviating, with 
an actual call for ISKCON to be 

saved ! 

d) Also in this issue, in the very 
next article, we provide evidence 
of just how grave the deviant sit¬ 
uation in ISKCON is becoming, 
with an ISKCON leader openly dis¬ 
cussing the need to change what 
SrTla Prabhupada has given in the 
name of "innovation". 

Therefore, we see both SrTla 
Prabhupada and ISKCON's own 
leaders providing support for the 
IRM's program of finishing the 
false teachings within ISKCON. 

The IRM is criticised that, by 
spreading our literatures such as 
BTP, our books and papers which 
expose the false gurus, we are 
just "criticising others". Our Inter¬ 
active section usually provides ev¬ 
idence of this criticism in most is¬ 
sues! However, in the underlined 
part of the quotation from SrTla 
Prabhupada just provided, it is in¬ 
teresting to note that he states 
that his ISKCON was also criticised 
in exactly the same way. 

Thus, what matters is not the 
act of criticising, but whether 


those being criticised are actual¬ 
ly false "so-called" gurus-because 
they actually do need to be fin¬ 
ished, as SrTla Prabhupada states. 
Which brings us to the following 
point. Every group usually claims 
that others may be on the false 
path. There is nothing unusual 
about that. However, what dis¬ 
tinguishes the IRM is that it does 
not just claim anything, but actu¬ 
ally proves what it states with its 
aforementioned literatures. Thus, 
though people may criticise that 
we are spreading "critical" litera¬ 
tures, if we did not do this, then 
those same people would claim

real innovators. I ney are the ones 
that win. So we get like these big 
companies like Apple or whatev¬ 
er. Well how did they do that? Be¬ 
cause they innovated." 

Go beyond Acarya -1 

Having claimed that we must 
change and "innovate" in order to 
not "get lost", BS continues: 

"Now, of course ISKCON is not, 
you know, a company or market in 
that sense, but as I said, even Lord 
Chaitanya was innovating and 
each Acarya innovates according 
to the time. So certain aspects we 
change, other things, principles 
we never change. So in ISKCON 
itself then, what are the innova¬ 
tions we should do?" 


He tries to justify the need 
to change and innovate by stat¬ 
ing that "each Acarya innovates 
according to the time". Howev¬ 
er, this offers an irrefutable rea¬ 
son as to why we actually cannot 
change anything Srila Prabhu¬ 
pada gave for ISKCON. Because, 
yes, the Acarya innovates, but 
neither BS nor any other ISKCON 
leader is the Acarya. Only Srila 
Prabhupada is the Acarya (and

Cater to public 

BS goes on to put forward a 
whole list of things that could be 
changed, driven by the desire to 
make things more 'palatable'for 
the public: 

"So what could we innovate, ah? 
[...] And we also have, in general 
the world is a little sceptical now¬ 
adays. They don't like religion. 
They don't like that we're using 
the word God because God is like 
that. And 
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"So how do we ensure in the fu¬ 
ture that the devotees are made 
loyal to ISKCON and that loyalty 
is stronger than to their individu¬ 
al diksa guru [...] If we go a few 
generations [...] maybe we have 
500 gurus, 1,000 gurus, 2,000 gu¬ 
rus. Very difficult. And if they all 
have their individual loyalty, their 
disciples are loyal to them not to 
ISKCON, then we get so many dif¬ 
ferent societies technically. No¬ 
body is listening to the rules and 
regulations of ISKCON. So big 
problem." 

But this "big problem" will 
only arise because the GBC first 
changed the system Srila Prabhu¬ 
pada gave for ISKCON of only one 
Acarya, one diksa guru, one au¬ 
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thority,i.e. himself, with the GBC 
simply implementing and man¬ 
aging Srila Prabhupada's instruc¬ 
tions-not changing them. Thus, 
the solution to this change is 
not further change, but to simply 
change back to Srila Prabhupada's 
original orders for ISKCON! 


Conclusion 

The IRM's position is very clear 
- "No Change" (please see our po¬ 
sition paper, The No Change in 
ISKCON Paradigm, here:

But, as shown above, ISKCON's 
Leadership does not have this fi¬ 
delity or loyalty to Srila Prabhu¬ 
pada and his teachings.

The need for change 

BS asks if we should simply fol¬ 
low Srila Prabhupada, or change: 
"Should we preserve the exact 
method followed by Prabhupada 

or simplify procedures in line with 
previous traditions? [...] Do we 
have to follow exactly the same? 

So we can ask why do you 
have to change anything? Just

In a feature article we ran in BTP 
30 titled "ISKCON's New Mission" 
we summarised the various de¬ 
viations within ISKCON which we 
had been pointing out for years. 
We thus showed how ISKCON 
was engaging in wholesale devi¬ 
ation-and therefore had become 
a completely different and new 
entity compared to the ISKCON 
founded by SrTla Prabhupada. 

Now, many years later, GBC 
member Malati DasI ("MD") has 
accepted the points we made, in a 
presentation to the ISKCON Lead¬ 
ership Sahga- ISKCON's entire 
leadership body.The presentation 
by MD was entitled "Weakened 
Standards Weaken ISKCON". Her 
statements from this presentation 
are enclosed in the shaded boxes 
below-and given under the same 
headings used, and follow a sum¬ 
mary of what was stated, in our 
original BTP 30 article. All empha¬ 
ses added. 

God 

We pointed out that ISKCON 
temples are no longer the pre¬ 
serve for the exclusive worship of 
Lord Krishna, but instead the wor¬ 
ship of demigods, such as Shiva, 
has been introduced. 

MD states: 

"[...] I call the mission drift, you 
know, a moving away from the 
core . You know, introduction of 
demigod worship. I have been in 
ISKCON temples where there is 
Shiva on the altar . I mean. I'm tell¬ 
ing you Prabhupada did not in¬ 
troduce that at all, you know. So 
just, you know, as a graphic exam¬ 
ple-there's others ." 

MD agrees with the IRM that 
ISKCON temples, instead of only 
worshipping Krishna, have also 
introduced demigod worship. MD 
also accepts that what is happen¬ 
ing in ISKCON is not a minor issue, 
but rather a fundamental shift, 
since it is a "moving away from the 
core", which is a deviation from 
SrTla Prabhupada's orders. 


Deity worship 

We reported on non-author- 
ised deity worship standards in 
ISKCON. 

MD states: 

"Another big one that I find just 
coming up is changing the ap¬ 
pearance of deities. [...] in one of 
our sacred institutions, and you 
know, painted blue with some all 
kinds of glitter stuff [...] Where 
have you ever been, you know, 
shown that example by SrTla 

Prabhupada? You haven't . [...] 
I'm not speaking theoretically, I 
can give many examples on this 
one [...] So, devotees aren't even 
aware of how strict SrTla Prabhu¬ 

pada was when it came to main¬ 
taining the appearance of in¬ 
stalled deities." 

MD confirms the IRM's point 
that ISKCON no longer adheres 
to the standards of deity worship 
given by SrTla Prabhupada. And 
that this deviation is a "big one", 
for which she can give "many ex¬ 
amples", even including it happen¬ 
ing at one of ISKCON's "sacred in¬ 
stitutions". 

Publishing 

We reported on the increasing 
push within ISKCON of books that 
are written by people other than 
SrTla Prabhupada, and which com¬ 
pete with his books. 

MD states: 

"Further evidence of the minimi¬ 
sation of SrTla Prabhupada [...] 
not displaying SrTla Prabhupada's 
books, not even displaying Bhaga- 
vad-gita As It Is during programs 
held outside the temple, although 
the books by an ISKCON member 
may be displayed and may be 
prominent but Prabhupada's are 
not there ." 

Hence, we can see that MD 
confirms the IRM's point that SrTla 
Prabhupada's books are no longer 
given prominence, and that actu¬ 
ally they are often absent, where¬ 
as effort is made to ensure that 
other people's books are present. 


IRM’s Footsteps 


Hare Krishna maha- 
mantra 

We stated that the Hare Krsna 
moha-mantro is meant exclusively 
as a means of spiritual purification 
to connect us to Krishna. It is nev¬ 
er considered a montra meant for 
acquiring material benefits. 

MD states: 

" so one would hope that chanting 

Hare Krishna would change lives. 

but actually they want to build a 

home for orphans in Rishikesh . 

[...] we should try to keep in mind 
the considerations of our Vaisnava 
principles. [...] 'it is not harinam- 
sahkirtan when it is conducted for 
the prevention of epidemics, or 
cholera, or pox, or for prosperity 
and trade, for grain, or for gain, or 

respect and fame .'" 

Hence, we can see that MD 
confirms the IRM's point that 
ISKCON today violates the pur¬ 
pose of chanting Hare Krishna by 
engaging in it for material ends. 

Preaching 

We reported on the watered- 
down preaching that goes on in 
ISKCON, where even leaders re¬ 
fuse to mention the Holy Name, 
Krishna, or SrTla Prabhupada. 

MD states: 

"actually I'm talking about devo¬ 
tees [...] they don't want to men¬ 
tion 'Hare Krishna' because they 
don't want to offend anybody 

who might not believe in Krishna. 

[...] I got an invitation a couple of 
weeks ago from an ISKCON son- 
nyosi who is going to be doing a 
program in America [...] Prabhu¬ 
pada wasn't named. ISKCON 
wasn't named, and neither was 

Krishna's name mentioned on the 

whole thing. " 

Hence, we can see MD con¬ 
firms the IRM's point that there is 
a reluctance to even mention the 
maha-montra, SrTla Prabhupada, 
or Krishna. This deviation is wide¬ 
spread enough that even ISKCON 
scmnyasJs are doing it, resulting in 
watered-down preaching. 



Lots more! 

The presentation gives many 
more examples that confirm 
the IRM's points about ISKCON's 
wholesale deviation: 

• Indifference to SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada's guru-pOjd by devotees, in¬ 
cluding leaders. 

• Using ISKCON devotees and 
assets without acknowledging 
SrTla Prabhupada. 

• Relationship building with 
SrTla Prabhupada minimised. 

• Lowering the bar on SrTla 
Prabhupada's standards. 

• More elaborate guru-pujas 
for other "gurus" than for SrTla 
Prabhupada. 

• The "not my guru" syndrome. 
For example, devotees not fasting 
on SrTla Prabhupada's disappear¬ 
ance day because SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada is "not their guru". 

• Lumping SrTla Prabhupada in 
with other "gurus". 

• Devotees picking and choos¬ 
ing instructions. 

• Weak sadhana standards. 

• Weak prasadam standards 
(use of onion/garlic, coffee/tea). 

• Relaxed sexual behaviour. 

Conclusion 

1. When we have stated these 
deviations we have been criticised 
by ISKCON's leadership as being 
"offensive", "fault-finding", etc. But 
they are now stating the same! 

2. Hence, this presentation 
could easily have been some¬ 
one reading out a BTP issue! But 
it was actually a GBC member fi¬ 
nally confirming what the IRM has 
been saying since the last century!

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ISKCON Leaders Confirm Need for IRM 



Building on the conclusions from 
the previous article, we will show 
how the need for the IRM is con¬ 
firmed by ISKCON's leaders. All 
emphases added. 

The first step 

Though ISKCON - 

a) has begun distributing nu¬ 
merous books not by SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada, and has also "edited" SrTla 
Prabhupada's books; 

b) does not conduct pub¬ 
lic harinamas (chanting) with the 
regularity and reach as was done 
during SrTla Prabhupada's physi¬ 
cal presence; 

c) distributes “prasadam" that 
in many cases will not even have 
been offered via SrTla Prabhupada, 
but instead via some unauthor¬ 
ised "successor" to SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada, and thus is not prasadam; 

d) has temples that engage in 
deviant activities (see previous ar¬ 
ticle); 

e) turns off some people from 
Krishna consciousness due to the 
behaviour it engages in 

-it does still distribute SrTla 
Prabhupada's books, and conduct 
harinamas and other "preaching" 
activities. Therefore, it could be ar¬ 
gued that through these preach¬ 
ing activities at least some people 
who know nothing about Krishna 
consciousness will become in¬ 
terested in practising it seriously. 
However, this is only the first step. 

The key step 

After a person becomes in¬ 
terested in Krishna conscious¬ 
ness, he must then correctly un¬ 
derstand the philosophy and 
practise it strictly in order to ac¬ 
tually become Krishna conscious. 
SrTla Prabhupada calls this the 
"boiling process": 

"Now is the time for us to 
begin the boiling process. Now 
you know everything how to be 
a Vaisnava brahmana, now you 
must practice these thing or the 
whole thing will be a show only. 


Better to develop the small 
number of devotees we have, 
make them truly Krishna con¬ 

scious boys and girls than to go 
on getting many followers who 
do not understand and practice 
the real principles. Better one 
moon that many stars." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 9/5/72) 
"Now I want that we shall 
concentrate on making our dev¬ 

otees Krishna conscious and 
ourselves becoming Krishna 
conscious, and not be so much 
concerned with expanding our¬ 
selves widely but without any 
spiritual content." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 9/5/72) 
"Yes, you have got the right 
idea when you say that your 
preaching work shall be direct¬ 
ed toward the children and the 
devotees and not so much to 
the Dallas public. [...] so now 
we have got enough followers, 
let us train them up perfectly in 

the philosophy and activities 

of Krsna Consciousness way of 

life." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 20/6/72) 
"Now we have got so many 
students and so many tem¬ 
ples but I am fearful that if we 
expand too much in this way 
that we shall become weak¬ 

ened and gradually the whole 
thing will become lost . [...] So 
let us concentrate on training 
our devotees very thorough¬ 
ly in the knowledge of Krishna 


Consciousness from our books, 
from tapes, by discussing al¬ 
ways". 

(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 22/6/72) 

Whole thing lost 

So, SrTla Prabhupada warns 
that unless this boiling process is 
engaged in, the "whole thing will 
become lost". Hence, if after get¬ 
ting people interested in Krishna 
consciousness, ISKCON then sim¬ 
ply diverts them away from the 
path of progress by- 

funnelling them into accept¬ 
ing false 'gurus'; 

engaging them in deviant ac¬ 
tivities such as commercialisation, 
secularisation and Hinduisation; 

engaging them in a sahajiya 
and impersonal path; 

-then, rather than making 
spiritual progress, they will simply 
engage in deviation. 

The previous article showed 
how a member of the GBC has 
confirmed what the IRM has been 
saying for many years, and that 
much of what we describe above 
is indeed what is happening once 
one gets involved with ISKCON. 

IRM needed 

Another ISKCON leader, GBC- 
elected guru HH Bhakti Vikasa 
Swami ("BVKS"), has therefore 
agreed that- 

a) ISKCON itself needs to first 
be saved by someone: 

"We pray daily to Srlla 


Prabhupada who is delivering 
the Western countries from im- 
personalism and voidism, and 
ISKCON is supposed to contin¬ 
ue that. But who is going to de¬ 
liver ISKCON from impersonal- 
ism. sahajiyaism. commercial- 

ism. corruption, deviation? " 

(BVKS Lecture, 14/12/17) 

And what he says ISKCON 
needs to be saved from is exact¬ 
ly what the IRM first pointed out, 
and which he and the GBC mem¬ 
ber in the previous article have 
now belatedly come to realise. 

b) That someone needs to be 
outside the official ISKCON, since 
neither he nor the GBC will act: 

"There are various, serious 
anomalies in our movement. I'm 
not going all out because I also 
feel some kind of hopelessness . 
[...] you can try and go through 
the system, but it doesn't work . 
The leadership at the top has 
its own ideas of what things 
should be and they're not lis¬ 
tening . [...] They're not going 
to change . [...] My experience 
[...] with GBC on various issues, 
is that they don't really want to 
discuss with you, they just want 
to shut you up. that's all . As a 
body, not very sincere in their 
dealings". 

(BVKS Lecture, 14/12/17) 

Thus, the IRM is helping direct 
ISKCON devotees back on to the 
right path. The situation is sum¬ 
marised in the diagram above.

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Continuity Requires Existence 


If a system relies on false argu¬ 
ments to remain standing, then 
this is a clear sign that it is a false 
system. A genuine system would 
not require such cheating tech¬ 
niques to sustain it. The former 
position is that of ISKCON's guru 
hoax, as we shall demonstrate. All 
emphases added. 

The initiation system 

GBC-elected guru HH Bhakti 
Charu Swami ("BCS") discussed 
the issue of the initiation system 
to be applied in ISKCON: 

" So now, the question of 
course arises, "Then what about 

the initiation system? " 

Yes, initiation will go on. In¬ 
itiation will go on. Just as we 
have different other spiritu¬ 
al arrangements. Like we need 
pujaris to worship the deities. 
But for that there is no need to 
make a specific arrangement or 
specific resolutions. Like, yes we 
know that the pujaris are need¬ 

ed to continue the deity wor¬ 
ship. Similarly initiating gurus 
will be needed to give initiation. 

That will go on ." 

(BCS, New Talavan, 20-21/11 /16) 

BCS makes two points: 

1) Pujaris will always be need¬ 
ed to worship the deities. Hence, 
they will always need to contin¬ 
ue to exist in ISKCON without the 
need for any specific arrange¬ 
ments or resolutions. 

2) Similarly , initiating (diksa) 
gurus will be needed to give initi¬ 
ation, and "that will go on" or con¬ 
tinue, in the same way. 

Cheating tactic 

BCS uses a sleight of hand, 
which he hopes no one will no¬ 
tice. He equates deity worship by 
pujaris with initiation from suc¬ 
cessor gurus to SrTla Prabhupada. 
Thus he equates continuing a sys¬ 
tem: 

a) Which SrTla Prabhupada es¬ 
tablished for ISKCON, and thus al¬ 
ready existed-i.e. deity worship 


by pujaris; 

b) with a system SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada did not establish, and there¬ 
fore did not exist - i.e. initiation 
from new successor gurus to SrTla 
Prabhupada. 

This is cheating because you 
can only continue something if it 
already exists! Since SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada clearly established that de¬ 
ity worship should be conduct¬ 
ed in ISKCON by pujaris , there is 
no issue over continuing it-SrTla 
Prabhupada has already ordered 
that it take place in ISKCON. But, it 
is an historical fact that at the time 
of SrTla Prabhupada's physical de¬ 
parture, though deity worship by 
pOjaris was mandated to occur in 
ISKCON temples, no such system 
existed for initiation by successor 
diksa gurus. Hence, the issue of 
continuing this non-existent initi¬ 
ation system does not even arise. 
Thus, one cannot draw a parallel 
between the two and extrapolate 
from needing pujaris to needing 
successor diksa gurus! 

Only rtviks existed 

Rather, the only initiation sys¬ 
tem that existed in every ISKCON 
temple at the time of SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada's physical departure was the 
system of everyone who joined 
getting initiated by SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada via representatives ("rtviks"). 
This system had been established 
in every ISKCON temple via SrTla 
Prabhupada's July 9th, 1977 di¬ 
rective sent out to every ISKCON 
GBC and Temple President. And 
SrTla Prabhupada had not given 
any orders that this system be re¬ 
placed with the rtviks automat¬ 
ically transmogrifying into suc¬ 
cessor diksa gurus as soon as SrTla 
Prabhupada physically departed. 

Thus, through this arrange¬ 
ment, SrTla Prabhupada made it 
clear that he was to remain the 
sole diksa guru for ISKCON. 

Therefore, although contin¬ 
uing deity worship with pujaris 
should "go on", continuing succes¬ 


sor diksa gurus would at least first 
require that they exist before they 
can continue! And it is a fact that 
they did not. 

Sannyasi parallel 

It is interesting to note how, 
as documented in BTP 55 (please 
see "GBC Explains Its Guru System 
Is Unauthorised"), a similar sleight 
of hand cheating tactic was used 
by the GBC to justify its self-cre¬ 
ated guru voting system. There 
they equated the fact that SrTla 
Prabhupada had authorized the 
GBC to make sannyasis, with the 
fact that SrTla Prabhupada had 
not similarly authorised the GBC 
to make successor diksa gurus. 
Thus, they again drew a parallel 
and extrapolated, where no such 
parallel or legitimate extrapola¬ 
tion existed. 

Actual parallel 

BCS does, however, unwit¬ 
tingly justify why the rtvik initia¬ 
tion system should continue in 
ISKCON. His logic states that deity 
worship by pujaris can and should 
continue without the need for 
any "specific arrangement or spe¬ 
cific resolutions", because these 
spiritual activities need to go on. 
Similarly, he states initiation also 
needs to continue without any 
special arrangements. And his 
parallel works if we are speaking 
of the rtvik system created by SrTla 
Prabhupada. Because in both cas¬ 
es, SrTla Prabhupada already gave 
the system, and personnel are 
needed to continue the system. 
Thus, deity worship must con¬ 
tinue with pujaris , and initiation 
must continue with rtviks. This 
is a direct parallel, because SrTla 
Prabhupada did establish both 
systems for ISKCON. 

Actual GBC authority 

In addition to BCS's" pujari " ar¬ 
gument above, which can be used 
to establish the continuity of the 
rtvik system, we can also note that 



Srila Prabhupada: Never created 
successor gurus to begin with 


SrTla Prabhupada specifically gave 
the authority for the GBC to con¬ 
tinue to maintain any systems that 
he had actually already given : 

"So you GBC men are my 
selected few for insuring that 
what I am doing will be carried 

on very nicely for the pleasure 
of Lord Caitanya Mahaprabhu." 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 16/6/72) 

Acting as the Acarya and diksa 
guru of ISKCON from 1966 on¬ 
wards was what SrTla Prabhupada 
was "doing". Establishing a sys¬ 
tem in July 1977 using rtviks to en¬ 
sure he could continue to initiate 
in ISKCON was what SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada was "doing". And it was these 
activities that Srila Prabhupada 
was "doing", that the GBC was sup¬ 
posed to make sure were "carried 
on". 

However, authorising succes¬ 
sor diksa gurus, on the other hand, 
was something SrTla Prabhupada 
never did, and thus there is noth¬ 
ing here for the GBC to have "car¬ 
ried on". 

Conclusion 

There is no question of claim¬ 
ing that ISKCON's GBC guru sys¬ 
tem can simply "go on" like dei¬ 
ty worship, since this presuppos¬ 
es that the system already exist¬ 
ed-which it did not. Hence, the 
use of such fake arguments sim¬ 
ply establishes that we are deal¬ 
ing with a fake system, i.e., the 
guru hoax, or the system of unau¬ 
thorised "diksa guru"successors to 
SrTla Prabhupada.

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ISKCON’s Gurus - Pratistha or Service? 

• • 


In the last issue, the many routes 
to PAD (Profit, Adoration and Dis¬ 
tinction) were detailed (please see 
"The Many Routes to PAD"). One 
of these routes was taking SrTla 
Prabhupada's position as ISKCON's 
diksa guru and becoming his 
"successor", or a GBC authorised 
ISKCON diksa guru. One such GBC- 
authorised diksa guru discusses 
whether he has taken up the po¬ 
sition due to PAD or if he is actual¬ 
ly doing a "service". The quotes in 
the shaded boxes below are from 
a talk given on 20/4/18 in Rus¬ 
sia by GBC-elected guru, HH In- 
dradyumna Swami ("IDS"). All 
emphases added. 

Enjoying being guru 

Referring to acting as a GBC- 
elected diksa guru, IDS states: 

"So I enjoy this service. I pray it's 
not because of pratistha. Pratistha 
means that one enjoys the fame 
and the honour and the prestige. 
I'm praying it's not for that." 

IDS refers to being a guru as 
"this service", which he states he 
"enjoys". He prays that this is not 
because he "enjoys" the honour 
and prestige ( pratistha) of being a 
guru. The word pratistha refers to 
the "Distinction" part of PAD. 

No order justification 

"You'll have to become spiritual 
master. You, all my disciples, eve¬ 
ryone should become spiritual 
master. It is not difficult." 

(SrTla Prabhupada Lecture, 22/8/73) 

IDS claims this statement is an 
order from SrTla Prabhupada for 
him to act as a diksa guru. How¬ 
ever, SrTla Prabhupada goes on to 
explain in the same lecture why 
becoming the spiritual master he 
refers to "is not difficult": 

"if you cannot do anything, 
simply come and offer your obei¬ 
sances: "My dear Lord Krsna, 
I am so poor, so unfortunate, I 
cannot do all these things, but 
I offer my humble obeisances 
unto Your lotus feet." That much 


also. If you do this, you become 
spiritual master ." 

SrTla Prabhupada states you 
do not need to do anything oth¬ 
er than to just offer obeisances 
to Krishna and you become the 
spiritual master he is speaking 
of! Therefore, SrTla Prabhupada 
is clearly not speaking of a diksa 
guru, which requires one to be a 
topmost maha-bhagavata (please 
see page 10 of this issue for evi¬ 
dence), but instead speaks of an 
instructing, or siksa, guru. IDS 
even realises this, stating: 

"He said, "To become a spiritu¬ 
al master is not a difficult thing." 
We don't want to contradict his 
words but, that was his kindness 
upon us. In reality it's a challenge 
to become a good devotee." 

He accepts that to try to claim 
that SrTla Prabhupada here is ac¬ 
tually speaking of a diksa guru, 
which does require one to be very 
qualified, would effectively be "to 
contradict his words". 

Hence, IDS is not able to pro¬ 
duce evidence that SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada asked him (or anyone else) 
to become a successor diksa guru. 

No transfer justification 

"being an initiating spiritual mas¬ 
ter [...] it's a service to one's own 
spiritual master [...] to transfer 
the knowledge to the next gen¬ 
eration." 

IDS claims that acting as an in¬ 
itiating spiritual master is a ser¬ 
vice because he is engaging in 
the "transfer of knowledge to the 
next generation." However, even 
the GBC accept that this transfer 
of knowledge is done primarily by 
SrTla Prabhupada: 

"Srila Prabhupada, is the 
pre-eminent and compulsory 
siksa -guru for all vaisnavas (gu¬ 
rus and disciples) in the Society, 
who may directly receive em¬ 
powerment from him through 
allegiance to his teachings." 
(GBC Resolutions, No. 409,1999) 


"Pre-eminent" means "above 
all others". And it is a fact that, in 
practice, every ISKCON member is 
getting their knowledge from SrTla 
Prabhupada's books, tapes and 
letters, while they may rarely see 
their GBC guru. Hence: 

a) In stating that the initiat¬ 
ing spiritual master is the one 
who "transfers the knowledge to 
the next generation", IDS is actu¬ 
ally unwittingly accepting that it 
is SrTla Prabhupada, and not he, 
who should be the initiating spir¬ 
itual master in ISKCON! 

b) IDS's claim of "knowledge 
transfer" as the justification that 
he is doing a "service" by becom¬ 
ing a successor diksa guru is de¬ 
feated by the GBC, on whose au¬ 
thority he is acting as a guru in the 
first place. 

Glorification evidence 

"this is one of my favourite days of 
the year, not because I'm glorified 
but because I get to see the pro¬ 
gress of my disciples. [...] when I 
hear the offerings of various disci¬ 
ples I'm very impressed with your 
realizations in Krishna conscious¬ 
ness [...] you're all making spiritu¬ 
al advancement." 

IDS refers here to his Vyasa- 
puja ceremony. He states that it 
is one of his "favourite days of the 
year", and that it involves him be¬ 
ing "glorified". He claims this glo¬ 
rification is evidence that those 
glorifying him are making spiritu¬ 
al advancement. He thus equates 
how much honour someone gives 
him as evidence of their spiritual 
advancement! We can note: 

a) In BTP 56 (please see "Over¬ 
whelmed by the Desire to Be 
Guru"), we reported IDS admit¬ 
ting that he deliberately disobeys 
the GBC resolution that a GBC 
guru's Vyasa-puja worship be re¬ 
stricted to once a year and there¬ 
fore more focus be placed on SrTla 
Prabhupada. Instead, IDS admits 
he had at least 11 such ceremo¬ 



nies last year, which he arranged 
by circumventing the GBC reso¬ 
lution with the cheating tactic of 
calling such worship celebrations 
"guru-disciple meetings". Hence, 
it is no surprise that IDS considers 
the Vyasa-puja ceremony where 
he is glorified as a "favourite" day 
of the year! 

b) In the article on page 4 of 
this issue, "Following in the IRM's 
Footsteps", one of the criticisms 
made by GBC member MalatT DasT 
was that the ISKCON GBC gurus 
minimise their disciples having 
a relationship with SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada. And here we see IDS con¬ 
sidering the sign of "spiritual ad¬ 
vancement" as being not how 
much one may glorify or have a 
relationship with Srila Prabhu¬ 
pada, but instead specifically how 
much he is glorified. 

Conclusion 

The justifications IDS offers 
for his acting as a GBC-authorised 
diksa guru are shown to be false. 
The basic fact remains that SrTla 
Prabhupada never asked IDS or 
anyone else to take his position 
as ISKCON's diksa guru. There¬ 
fore, by definition, IDS and his GBC 
guru colleagues acting as diksa 
gurus cannot be a "service" to SrTla 
Prabhupada. Thus, since IDS has 
become a successor diksa guru due 
to his own desires rather than SrTla 
Prabhupada's orders, his being 
glorified would then be because 
of pratistha rather than "service".

Living still in sound

The points you refer to are 
from an article titled "Living Still in 
Sound" by HH Bhagavat Mahara¬ 
ja ("BM"). He was originally ini¬ 
tiated by Srlla Prabhupada, but 
later took sannyasa from, and 
went on to promote, the rival 
guru HH Narayana Maharaja 
(please see our website: www. 
iskconirm.com for details about 
HH Narayana Maharaja). Once 
devotees stray from strict adher¬ 
ence and loyalty to Srlla Prabhu¬ 
pada, they will start to teach con¬ 
clusions that are contradictory to 
those of Srlla Prabhupada, as we 
shall now show. 

BM analyses the following 
poem about Srlla Haridasa Jhaku- 
ra by SrTla Bhaktivinoda fhakura - 
"He reasons ill who tells that 
Vaishnavas die 

When thou art living still in 
sound. 

The Vaishnavas die to live 
and living 

Try to spread the holy life 
around!" 

- and claims that since at the 
time Srlla Bhaktivinoda Jhaku- 
ra wrote this poem in 1871 (hun¬ 
dreds of years after Srlla Haridasa 
Thakura's physical departure) - 
"there were no mechanical 
devices to record and replay the 
sound of Srlla Haridasa Thaku¬ 
ra's voice" 

- the phrase "living still in 
sound" in the poem could only 
possibly refer to the: 

"Living Sound Vibration 
coming from the present man¬ 
ifest Sadhu." 


However, Srlla Prabhupada 
teaches that the sound vibration 
coming from an Acarya can be re¬ 
corded in writing: 

"These are not ordinary 
books. It is recorded chanting. 
Anyone who reads, he is hear- 
ing . 

(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 19/10/74, 
emphases added above, and in all 
subsequent quotes in Interactive) 

And thus, anyone reading this 
sound recorded in writing would 
be hearing it. Hence, the teach¬ 
ings of Haridasa Jhakura would 
have continued to also live on "still 
in sound"through them being re¬ 
corded in writing in the subse¬ 
quent acaryas' books-which did 
exist in 1871. 

Next, BM quotes the following 
statement- 

""Just hear the message of 
God." "From whom?" San-muk- 
haritam: "through the mouth of 
the devotees." Not profession¬ 
al, not gramophone-through 
the mouth of, through the lips 
of real devotee." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Lecture, 8/7/75) 

-and claims about this state¬ 
ment that: 

"You will notice that Srlla 
Prabhupada points out that 
this transcendental sound can¬ 
not be received from a profes¬ 
sional reciter or from a gramo¬ 
phone recording. Both are ma¬ 
terial and both cannot hold the 
living transcendental sound vi¬ 
bration." 

However: 

1) Srlla Prabhupada does not 
state above that "living transcen¬ 
dental sound vibration" cannot be 
held by a recording. Indeed, Srlla 
Prabhupada makes no mention of 
"living transcendental sound vi¬ 
bration" at all in the whole lecture! 
This is simply BM's own invention. 

2) Rather, the terms "Not pro¬ 
fessional, not gramophone" are 
used here by Srlla Prabhupada 
as shorthand to refer to a "pro¬ 
fessional Bhagavata reciter" and 


their gramophone recordings, 
which Srlla Prabhupada had spo¬ 
ken of in an earlier lecture given 
on May 27th, 1974. The article, 
"Srlla Prabhupada's Transcenden¬ 
tal Vibration" from BTP 48, which 
can be read here - 
www.iskconirm.com/vibration 

- demonstrates in detail Srlla 
Prabhupada's use of the "gramo¬ 
phone" term and what it refers to. 

3) Hence, Srlla Prabhupada 
is simply repeating here what he 
had said before - that the mes¬ 
sage of God must be received 
from a "real devotee" rather than 
a professional reciter. 

Srlla Prabhupada teaches that: 

"some of the conditioned 
souls, who follow the transcen¬ 
dental sound in the form of Ve- 
dic literatures and are thus able 
to go back to Godhead, attain 
spiritual and original bodies 

[...] Reading or hearing of such 
transcendental literatures helps 
one to become liberated". 

(58,2.10.6) 

"I have prepared some Tape 
record of my personal Kirtana . 

When one of this Tape record 
was played the audience be¬ 
came practically charmed by 
that [...] So I am confident of 
the statement of Srila Harida¬ 
sa Thakura that the transcen¬ 
dental sound of Lord Caitanya's 
Harinama can do good even to 
the birds and the beasts." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 4/2/66) 

Therefore, Srlla Prabhupada 
makes it clear that transcendental 
sound continues to remain tran¬ 
scendental sound when transmit¬ 
ted through another medium. In¬ 
deed, the website for HH Narayana 
Maharaja's movement, on which 
BM is himself advertised as a 
"Bhakti Yoga Teacher", agrees: 

"We publish in written and 
audio form the transcendental 
sound vibrations that have em- 
inated from self realized Spir¬ 
itual Masters in the line of Sri 
Krsna and in recent times. His 
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manifestation as Sr! Caitanya 
Mahaprabhu (1482 AD)". 

However, BM claims that: 

"using Srlla Prabhupada's 
quotes I have established that 
the tape recorder is only Brah¬ 
man when engaged in the ser¬ 
vice of the Lord which is exter¬ 
nal devotional service not inter¬ 
nal Prema. Therefore even in its 
spiritualized form it is incapa¬ 
ble of holding the prema in the 
form of the saffron particles that 
is carried on the transcendental 
voice of the pure devotee." 

And, therefore, he does not 
need to accept that the: 

"sound coming from the 
tape recorder is the transcen¬ 
dental voice of Srlla Prabhu¬ 
pada." 

However, neither the "Srlla 
Prabhupada quotes" BM men¬ 
tions, nor any other quote from 
Srlla Prabhupada, state that the 
transcendental voice of a pure 
devotee cannot be transmitted vja 
such a spiritualised device. Hence, 
as before, this is just BM's inven¬ 
tion. On the contrary, we just pre¬ 
sented quotes from Srlla Prabhu¬ 
pada (and BM's own NM move¬ 
ment) teaching the opposite. 

BM is also contradicting his 
own thesis. Because, if the tran¬ 
scendental voice of a pure devo¬ 
tee could not even be transmitted 
via the spiritualised Brahman tape 
recorder, it could hardly be trans¬ 
mitted by the ordinary material 
air molecules situated between 
the lips of a pure devotee and ear 
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of a conditioned soul. These ma¬ 
terial air molecules are required 
to transmit the transcendental 
sound via the generation of waves 
creating a series of compressions 
and rarefactions. Thus, BM's ab¬ 
surd thesis would lead to the ab¬ 
surd conclusion that the pure dev¬ 
otee's transcendental voice could 
never be transmitted to others, 
period! In reality, SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada has not taught that either 
the tape recorder or air molecules 
themselves need to be exhibiting 
the ecstatic symptoms of prema in 
order to transmit his transcenden¬ 
tal voice! 

BM also claims that this state¬ 
ment by SrTla Prabhupada - 

"When the tape record¬ 
er is replayed again, you'll find 
that I am speaking again. But 
that speaking and my present 
speaking is different. Therefore 
that speaking is separated en¬ 
ergy." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 30/3/71) 

- is further evidence that the 
tape recorder is unable to trans¬ 
mit SrTla Prabhupada's transcen¬ 
dental voice. But SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada only states that his record¬ 
ed speaking is separated energy, 
and not that his recorded tran¬ 
scendental voice has now separat¬ 
ed from itself and vanished! Thus, 
again, SrTla Prabhupada states 
one thing, and BM claims it means 
something else. 

Pure devotees in ISKCON 

"Does the rtvik system mean 
that no other realized pure devo¬ 
tee than our supreme guide SrTla 
Prabhupada could bring back the 
jivas to Go I oka?"

Editor replies: 

The system for ISKCON is: 

a) SrTla Prabhupada will al¬ 
ways be the Acarya of ISKCON, 
and hence its diksa guru. 

b) As ISKCON's diksa guru, he 
will take everyone in ISKCON back 
to Godhead. 
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It is possible for other pure 
devotees to exist, and it is possi¬ 
ble for them to take persons back 
to Godhead. 

But, at least in ISKCON, being 
pure devotees, they would not 
try to usurp the arrangement that 
SrTla Prabhupada has created for 
ISKCON, by taking SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada's position as the diksa guru.

Ekadasi and POP 

"Hare Krsna, 

Please accept my humble 
obeisances and All Glories to SrTla 
Prabhupada. 

The last column on page 7, 
of your latest Issue #57, Back To 
Prabhupada, discusses about cel¬ 
ebrating Ekadashi one day in the 
West and a different day in In¬ 
dia. It seems that SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada said that we should be cel¬ 
ebrating on the same day all over 
the world. Can you please clarify? 
Our temple in Toronto is celebrat¬ 
ing on a different day. Should we 
be celebrating on the same day as 
in India? 

I await your esteemed com¬ 
ments. Thank you. Hare Krsna,"

Editor replies: 

The article you refer to gives 
an example of how the GBC are se¬ 
lective in accepting personal tes¬ 
timony when it suits their agen¬ 
da. However, the personal testi¬ 
mony quoted (that SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada wanted Ekadasi to be fol¬ 
lowed everywhere on the same 
Indian date) is not proof that this 
is what SrTla Prabhupada said, 
since only the POP (Prabhupada- 
Only Paradigm) gives us proof of 
what SrTla Prabhupada wanted. 
Rather, the testimony quoted only 
proved that the GBC are inconsist¬ 
ent and have double standards. 


To determine what SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada wanted regarding Ekadasi , 
one actually needs to examine 
SrTla Prabhupada's instructions 
themselves, rather than what is 
claimed about these instructions 
by others. 

1) We know that celebrating 
Ekadasi all over the world using 
the date of the Indian calendar is 
correct, since this was the system 
used when SrTla Prabhupada was 
physically present: 

"Regarding your questions 
about the calendar-almanac: 
2. [...] The 26th October, 1970, 
is actually Dvadasi, so the fast¬ 
ing is observed together, or 
Ekadasi fasting is disregard¬ 
ed, and the Dvadasi (Mahadva- 
dasi) fasting is taken as impor¬ 
tant. [...] What I have given is 
from this year's Panjika, so eve¬ 
rything will not collaborate." 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter to a devo¬ 
tee in Boston, USA, 29/4/70) 

The " Panjika" refers to the In¬ 
dian calendar. 

2) However, the following ar¬ 
guments have been made that 
also calculating Ekadaii dates 
based on one's location may not 
be wrong, and you may find them 
of interest. 

a) SrTla Prabhupada states that 
Ekadasi is calculated based on the 
sunrise: 

"Regarding you first ques¬ 
tion, we observe Ekadasi from 
sunrise to sunrise. [...] Our cal¬ 
culation is like this: when the 
sunrise is there, Ekadasi tithi 
(date) must be there." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 30/9/69) 

Sunrise differs based on one's 
location, and therefore in theo¬ 
ry, so would the date for Ekadafi, 
according to this, because SrTla 
Prabhupada does not state that 
the date is calculated based on 
the "Indian sunrise". 

b) In the same letter from 
1969 above, SrTla Prabhupada 
goes on to explain: 

"Therefore, sometimes our 



dates of ceremonies do not ex¬ 
actly coincide like the western 
calculations. [...] My birthday is 
on the 1 st September, 1896, but 
this year the tithi of my birth¬ 
day was fixed for the 4th Sep¬ 
tember. So it is very difficult to 
calculate, therefore we have to 
take help from the Indian ex¬ 
pert almanac astronomers." 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 30/9/69) 
Thus, SrTla Prabhupada states 
that at that time, in 1969, just cal¬ 
culating the Indian dates alone 
was "very difficult", and it required 
help from expert astronomers. 
Hence, to calculate these dates for 
every single location on the plan¬ 
et would, at that time, have been 
even more difficult, and the abil¬ 
ity to do so easily using comput¬ 
er programs only became avail¬ 
able many years later. Hence, it 
could be argued that using the In¬ 
dian dates was followed for sim¬ 
plicity, and that now the comput¬ 
er programs for calculating dates 
based on the "sunrise" where one 
lives have become available, it is 
reasonable to calculate and use 
such dates-since SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada states in this letter that this is 
how Ekadafi is actually calculated. 

c) Further, even when the date 
for EkadaSi was calculated based 
on the time of the Indian sunrise, 
it was still followed based on the 
time of the local sunrise. Thus, by 
the time someone in Hawaii, for 
example, started their Ekadasi 
fast based on the Indian date, the 
Ekadasi tithi in India would almost 
be over. Hence, though you may 
be taking the date based on the 
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time of the Indian sunrise, you 
are not actually following Ekadasi 
based on the time of the Indian 
sunrise, but on the time of the lo¬ 
cal sunrise. Therefore, to also take 
the date based on the time of the 
local sunrise would just be a log¬ 
ically consistent extension of the 
"mixing and matching" already 
going on, it could be argued. 

The topmost guru 

"There is a fundamental error 
in this article: www.iskconirm. 
com/BTP56-Vaisesika [this refers 
to the article "Failing to Follow 
Srila Prabhupada's books", from 
BTP 56 - Ed]. 

Let's first look at the quote: 

"When one has attained the 
topmost position of maha-bha- 
gavata, he is to be accepted as a 
guru and worshiped exactly like 
Hari, the Personality of Godhead. 
Only such a person is eligible to 
occupy the post of a guru. [...] 
Similarly, a disciple's qualifications 
must be observed by the spiritual 
master before he is accepted as a 
disciple." 

(Cc v Madhya-lila, 24.330) 

End of Quote: What this 
means, the top-most position of 
maha-bhagavata is a level of at¬ 
tainment for the pure devotee. It 
does not mean that there is one 
and only one person whom has 
attained this. Srila Prabhupada 
never says 'only one'. 

So that is the error in this ar¬ 
ticle, but not in Sri Prabhupada's 
words."

Editor replies: 

In the article in question, this 
is what is actually stated: 

"Therefore, Srila Prabhu¬ 
pada's books teach that rather 
than being at various levels of 
advancement as VAD (HG Vaise- 
sika Dasa) claims, the diksa 
guru can only be at the topmost 
level." 

Thus, we state that the top¬ 
most position of maha-bhagavata 
is the level of attainment for the 
diksa guru. 

The article does not claim any¬ 
where that "there is one and only 
one person whom has attained 
this," as claimed above. Hence, a 
"straw-man" error has been made 
about a BTP article. So that is the 
error in the above challenge, but 
not in the article or Srila Prabhu¬ 
pada's words. 


"In the BTP 56 article "Fail¬ 
ing to Follow Srila Prabhupada's 
Books", you have quoted Cc., Mad¬ 
hya-lila, 24.330.1 came across the 
following explanation of this verse 
on a popular social media site 
from the site's administrator, An¬ 
drew Whitlock, posted on 16/4/18: 

"a disciple must accept an ut- 
tama-adhikari in his spiritual life 
somewhere and somehow, who 
can be either diksa or siksa. In the 
Caitanya-caritamrta, Madhya-lila 
24.330 purport the terminology 
used is that "only" such a person 
is eligible to occupy the post of 
guru, that is that He has attained 
the topmost position of maha- 
bhagavata , and is worshipped 
like Hari. And again, Srila Prabhu¬ 
pada does not designate this top¬ 
most guru to be diksa or siksa, but 
He can be either or both. So for a 
disciple who may have accepted 
a kanistha-adhikdri diksa guru he 
must accept an uttama-adhikari 
siksa guru." 

Could you please comment if 
this explanation is correct."

Editor replies: 

Let us compare what Srila 
Prabhupada states with what 
is claimed on the site you have 
quoted. The site claims that: 

"In the Caitanya-caritamrta 
Madhya-lila 24.330 purport the 
terminology used is that "only" 
such a person is eligible to oc¬ 
cupy the post of guru [...] And 
again, Srila Prabhupada does 
not designate this topmost 
guru to be diksa or siksa , but 
He can be either or both." 

However, in the purport, Srila 
Prabhupada goes on to explain 
the guru that he has just spoken 
of: 

"Similarly, a disciple's qual¬ 
ifications must be observed 
by the spiritual master be¬ 
fore he is accepted as a disci¬ 
ple. In our Krsna consciousness 
movement, the requirement is 
that one must be prepared to 
give up the four pillars of sin¬ 
ful life-illicit sex, meat-eating, 
intoxication and gambling. In 
Western countries especially, 
we first observe whether a po¬ 
tential disciple is prepared to 
follow the regulative principles. 
Then he is given the name of a 
Vaisnava servant and initiated 
to chant the Hare Krsna maha- 
mantra, at least sixteen rounds 
daily. In this way the disciple 
renders devotional service un¬ 
der the guidance of the spirit¬ 
ual master or his representa¬ 
tive for at least six months to a 
year. He is then recommended 
for a second initiation, during 
which a sacred thread is offered 
and the disciple is accepted as a 
bona fide brahmana ." 

(Cc., Madhya-lila, 24.330) 

Therefore, Srila Prabhupada is 
speaking specifically of the guru 
who gives first and second initia¬ 
tion, i.e. the diksa guru. 

The site further claims: 

"So for a disciple who may 
have accepted a kanistha-adhi- 
kari diksa guru he must accept 


an uttama-adhikari siksa guru." 

However, as just quoted, the 
site has also claimed in regards 
to the guru spoken of in the pur¬ 
port to this verse, that such a guru 
could be "either or both " the 
siksa and diksa guru. Thus, it must 
at least include the diksa guru. 

And the site has also stated 
that "such" a guru can "only" ever 
be a 'topmost maha-bhagavata 
uttama-adhikari guru'. Hence, by 
the site's own explanation, this 
means that the diksa guru must 
also always be a topmost maha- 
bhagavata uttama-adhikari guru. 
Thus, a disciple who has accepted 
a " kanistha-adhikdri diksa guru" 
would, according to the site's 
own logic, be directly disobeying 
Srila Prabhupada's directions in 
this purport, and would therefore 
need to accept an uttama-adhikari 
diksa guru.

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The GBC’s Irrational ‘Rationale’ 


GBC member and ex-GBC Chair¬ 
man Praghosa Dasa has written 
a paper entitled History and Ra¬ 
tionale of the "No Objection" Pro¬ 
cedure, (posted 10/2/18), which 
seeks to justify the GBC program 
for authorising successor diksa gu¬ 
rus to SrTla Prabhupada. Excerpts 
from this GBC paper will be pre¬ 
sented in the shaded boxes, with 
all emphases added. 

Bogus system 

“Initially, the GBC body [...] pro¬ 
ceeded with the understanding 
that [...] only the eleven devotees 
SrTla Prabhupada named to initi¬ 
ate could serve as diksa-gurus" 

However, it is a matter of his¬ 
torical record that: 

a) There is only one place that 
SrTla Prabhupada named “eleven 
devotees to initiate". This was the 
July 9th, 1977 directive. 

b) They were “named to initi- 
ate"only on SrTla Prabhupada's be¬ 
half as representatives (" rtviks "), 
who would make disciples for SrTla 
Prabhupada, thus enabling him to 
remain ISKCON's diksa guru. And 
they were "named to initiate" on 
the basis of whoever was nearest, 
i.e., geography: 

"Temple Presidents may 
henceforward send recommen¬ 
dation for first and second in¬ 
itiation to whichever of these 
eleven representatives are near¬ 

est their temple . After consider¬ 
ing the recommendation, these 
representatives may accept the 
devotee as an initiated disciple 
of Srila Prabhupad" 

(July 9th, 1977 directive) 

Hence, although the 11 were 
only "named to initiate" as rtviks, 
they falsely acted as diksa gurus. 

No evidence 

"So the topic of who would actual¬ 
ly initiate after SrTla Prabhupada's 
physical departure was only seri¬ 
ously broached quite late in the 
day . When it was eventually dis¬ 


cussed with SrTla Prabhupada, he 
appeared to be somewhat non¬ 
chalant about it, seeming to put 
as much emphasis on geography 
as anything else." 

The paper states that the sub¬ 
ject of who would initiate after 
SrTla Prabhupada's physical de¬ 
parture was "seriously broached" 
and "eventually discussed" with 
SrTla Prabhupada only "quite late 
in the day". And that, in response, 
SrTla Prabhupada stressed "geog¬ 
raphy" as much as anything else. 
Therefore, the paper accepts: 

a) That SrTla Prabhupada did 
not even directly address, never 
mind give orders for, who would 
initiate after his physical depar¬ 
ture, until the very end; 

b) And then SrTla Prabhupada 
did not recommend diksa gurus 
but rtviks - for the issue of "geog¬ 
raphy" can have no relevance to a 
bona fide diksa guru who cannot 
be restricted based on "zones". 
However, geographical consider¬ 
ations can and do apply in the use 
of "rtviks" who would initiate on 
behalf of SrTla Prabhupada, as was 
proven in the previous section. 

Thus, the paper contradicts 
the myth that SrTla Prabhupada 
had always ordered his disciples 
to become diksa gurus "from the 
very beginning", and that he had 
ever recommended that his disci¬ 
ples initiate as diksa guru succes¬ 
sors after his physical departure. 

Smashing ambitions 

"That said, whenever SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada sensed that any of his disci¬ 
ples were ambitious to become 
guru, he threw cold water on their 
ambitions and stressed the need 
for etiquette and qualification: 
"Keep trained up very rigidly and 
then you are bona fide Guru, and 
you can accept disciples on the 
same principle. But as a matter 
of etiquette it is the custom that 
during the lifetime of your Spirit¬ 
ual master you bring the prospec¬ 


tive disciples to him, and in his ab¬ 
sence or disappearance you can 
accept disciples without any lim¬ 
itation." 

(SrTla Prabhupada Letter, 2/12/77)" 

There are a few statements 
from SrTla Prabhupada - such as 
the letter quoted above - where 
SrTla Prabhupada cautions his dis¬ 
ciples that they must at least wait 
until after his physical departure 
before becoming diksa gurus. 
The paper correctly explains that 
these statements were made only 
to "throw cold water" on the "am¬ 
bitions" of those desiring to be 
guru. This contradicts the myth 
that such cautionary statements 
were actually SrTla Prabhupada 
authorising successor diksa gu¬ 
rus! Indeed, in the previous sec¬ 
tion, we saw the paper admit this 
could never be the case since SrTla 
Prabhupada did not even address 
the question until the very end. 

Not authorised 

The paper offers the following 
quote as evidence: 

"But sometimes, if a spirit- 

thorized. and only on his own 
initiative becomes a spiritual 
master, he may be carried away 
by an accumulation of wealth 
and large numbers of disciples." 
(The Nectar of Devotion, Chapter 14) 

The above quote speaks of a 
guru who is "not properly author¬ 
ized", being "carried away" by an 
"accumulation of wealth or a large 
number of followers". Indeed, 
many GBC gurus have been "car¬ 
ried away" in this fashion as the 
appalling "fall-down" statistics of 
GBC gurus attest. Therefore, the 
paper's own evidence proves that 
the GBC guru system creates gu¬ 
rus who are not "properly author¬ 
ized". Therefore, the whole GBC 
guru system itself must be "not 
properly authorized", since it is re¬ 
sponsible for creating such "not 
properly authorized"gurus. 


Not sastric 

"The current procedure, although 
perhaps not specifically or explic¬ 
itly delineated in sastra, does not 
contradict sastra ." 

The paper accepts the GBC 
guru system is not given in sastra. 
This is ironic considering we are 
continually told by ISKCON leaders 
that it is the system wherein rtviks 
were "named to initiate" by SrTla 
Prabhupada, that is not sastric. 
But it is admitted that it is the GBC 
guru system which replaced the 
"geographic" rtvik system SrTla 
Prabhupada gave, that actually 
has no sastric basis! 

Not Srila Prabhupada's 
system 

The paper concludes by say¬ 
ing of the GBC guru system-in 
which gurus are made via other 
devotees voting if they have any 
"objection" to a person becoming 
a guru-that: 

"Who can say its wrong if senior 
vaisnavas discuss the merits and 
potential downsides of another 
vaisnava accepting a responsibil¬ 
ity" 

But the rationale for any ac¬ 
tivity in ISKCON is that it is "right" 
due to having received direct au¬ 
thorisation from SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada, since he is ISKCON's Acarya 
and Supreme Authority. The ra¬ 
tionale is not that ISKCON can do 
anything as long as we can argue 
"who can say its wrong"! But, as 
we have documented in this arti¬ 
cle, since the GBC paper has been 
unable to offer any authority from 
SrTla Prabhupada for the GBC's 
guru system, this is all it can weak¬ 
ly offer for it. 

Conclusion 

Yet again the GBC has attempt¬ 
ed to achieve one thing-justi¬ 
fying the GBC guru system-but 
ended up proving the exact op- 
posite:that it is not authorized by 
SrTla Prabhupada!

The Solution to Deviant Philosophy 


In a recent talk, GBC-elected diksa 
guru HH Kadamba Kanana Swa- 

mi ("KKS") states that problems 
in Krishna consciousness are not 
due to something "internal", but 
instead, due to external circum¬ 
stances: 

"Many times we think that 
we struggle with our Krishna 
consciousness. But no. our life¬ 
style struggles with Krishna con¬ 
sciousness. It's not us . We actu¬ 
ally want Krishna conscious¬ 
ness, to a degree. But it is our 
lifestyle that is so opposed to 
Krishna consciousness. That life¬ 
style creates so much stress and 
makes it hard. And we thought 
all along that it was an internal 

thing but it's actually an exter¬ 

nally imposed thing, in many 
cases ." 

(KKS, "South Africa Travels & Media 
-April 2018") 

However, below we see that 
SrTla Prabhupada states the oppo- 
site-that advancement in Krishna 
consciousness is not dependent 
on external circumstances: 

"One mistake of judgment 
often made by the neophyte 
devotees is that any time there 
is some disturbance or some 
difficulty they are considering 
that the conditions or the exter¬ 
nal circumstances under which 
the difficulty took place are 

the cause of the difficulty itself. 
That is not the fact. In this mate¬ 
rial world there is always some 
difficulty, no matter in this sit¬ 
uation or that situation. There¬ 
fore simply by changing my sta¬ 
tus of occupation or my status 
of life, that will not help any¬ 

thing ." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 4/1/73) 

"Vaisnava means one who is 
able to sit down anywhere, un¬ 
der any conditions, and be hap¬ 
py. He wants only a place to lay 
down, a little prasadam, and if 
there's a little service he can do, 
gladly let me do it for Krishna, 


that's all. As long as we are 
thinking I want this, that is not 
to my liking, or if I adjust things 
a certain way everything will be 

better, these thoughts are ma¬ 
terial. Devotional service is not 
conditional. So stop this dream¬ 
ing state." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 8/7/72) 

(All emphases above added) 

Note that SrTla Prabhupada 
states this basic misunderstand¬ 
ing is an error made by "neophyte 
devotees". 

We are able to fill up eve¬ 
ry issue of BTP because ISKCON's 
GBC gurus-who claim to be 
"as good as God" and that they 
must be worshipped as "assis¬ 
tant to the gopis" during morning 
prayers-do not even know the 
basic "ABCs" of spiritual life. Thus, 
we are easily able to show them 
talking nonsense that contradicts 
SrTla Prabhupada's teachings. One 
would think: "How difficult is it to 
simply repeat what Srila Prabhu¬ 
pada states?" That's all that these 
supposedly "spiritually advanced" 
gurus would need to do, and BTP 
would be empty and would need 
to shut down! But no, in a show of 
defiance, rather than humbly sim¬ 
ply repeat what SrTla Prabhupada 
teaches, they insist on giving their 
own "realisations", i.e., nonsense 
speculation that contradicts SrTla 
Prabhupada's teachings. There is 
a simple solution to them spout¬ 
ing teachings that are not in line 
with those given by SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada. They should just quote SrTla 
Prabhupada instead of quoting 
themselves! 

Ironically, just a short while 
later in the same lecture, realis¬ 
ing that he has a tendency to talk 
nonsense, KKS complains: 

"So what a life. It was actu¬ 
ally a life without telecommuni¬ 
cation. It was probably the best 
part of my life. These were the 
happiest six years of my life. 
And then later on all the mis¬ 



eries started, you know, like all 
this internet and all this elec¬ 
tronic communication. Every¬ 
one is filming everything you 
do and everything you say is be¬ 
ing recorded and 20 years later 
will be used against you. Some 
things will hound you not only 
for your life but even after your 
life. It's just too much." 

a) KKS claims having things 
recorded is the cause of "miser¬ 
ies", but he arranges for their re¬ 
cording! He voluntarily puts his 
lectures and talks on his person¬ 
al website. 

b) If he does not want what 
he says to "hound" him, then he 
should simply stop talking non¬ 
sense, because then it would not 
matter what was recorded, since 
there would not be anything that 
could "hound" him! 

A Philosophy of Ignorance 

In 2018's GBC meetings, the 
following resolution was passed: 

"Whereas the moratorium 
on both Vaishnavi and second- 
generation devotees serving 
as diksa -guru remains until the 
GBC concludes its research on 
guru-tattva in ISKCON; 

Whereas the GBC Body pre¬ 
viously committed to that re¬ 
search and to annually review, 
until its conclusion, a compre¬ 
hensive and inclusive under¬ 
standing that delineates how 
diksa - and siksa -gurus united¬ 
ly work within the framework 
of ISKCON; 


Whereas the GBC stated it 
"is steadfastly dedicated" to ac¬ 
complish the above; 

Resolved: The GBC recommits 
to its statement of 310/2015, 
and begins by dedicating at 
least two days at either every 
Annual General Meeting or Mid¬ 
term General Meeting to this 
subject until the relevant as¬ 
pects of this topic are resolved 
satisfactorily." 

(Resolution 308, 2018) 

Thus, the GBC has codified 
and put on record that they still 
do not know: 

a) How diksa and siksa gurus 
should work in ISKCON. 

b) Whether there should be 
female diksa gurus. 

c) Whether one can be a diksa 
guru in the physical presence of 
his diksa guru ("second genera¬ 
tion devotees"). 

Thus, they do not know: 

i) Who can be a diksa guru; 

ii) When they can be a diksa 
guru; 

iii) Or how such gurus should 
operate in ISKCON. 

Even though they have no 
clue regarding such basic and 
fundamental questions regard¬ 
ing diksa gurus in ISKCON, due to 
their overwhelming desire to be 
guru at all costs, they still assert 
without evidence that the one 
thing they do know is that: 

• Srila Prabhupada cannot be 
the diksa guru; 

• They definitely get to be 
diksa gurus! 

They claim they are still "re¬ 
searching" these questions. But 
the guru hoax has been going on 
for 40 years, and yet they still can¬ 
not explain the basis for it! Thus 
the GBC's philosophical position 
is: we have none. And instead ig¬ 
norance reigns supreme. Whereas 
the IRM's philosophical position 
is very clear, and hence we have 
a clear choice between the two: 
SrTla Prabhupada or ignorance!

The "Logic of POP" Follow-up 


In a recent lecture by GBC-elect- 
ed diksa guru HH Bhakti Vikasa 
Swami ("BKVS"), he claimed: 

"It's a nice idea to have gu- 
rukula in the forest, and a guru 
lives with his disciples, just 
a few of them, but then Srila 
Prabhupada did say that he 
wanted all of his disciples 
should have 10,000 disciples/ 7 
(BVKS Lecture, 14/12/17) 

A BTP reader who had been 
trained in the POP ("Prabhupada- 
Only Paradigm") system of under¬ 
standing Srila Prabhupada's state¬ 
ments directly from Srila Prabhu¬ 
pada himself, asked BVKS for 
the source of his claim that Srila 
Prabhupada said "his disciples 
should have 10,000 disciples" 

First BVKS claimed: 

"this is quoted with a refer¬ 
ence in "My Memories of Srila 
Prabhupada."" 

(19/2/18) 

However, the book he men¬ 
tioned did not contain such a 
quote. After this was pointed out, 
BVKS then said: 

"Srila Prabhupada said: 

"You each be guru. As I have 
five thousand disciples or ten 
thousand, so you have ten thou¬ 
sand each. In this way, create 
branches and branches of the 
Caitanya tree." 

From "ISKCON in the 1970s" 
by SatsvarQpa Dasa Gosvami." 
(BVKS, 11/3/18) 

That is, this is not what Srila 
Prabhupada directly stated, but 
what Satsvarupa claims he "heard" 
Srila Prabhupada say. In the last 
BTP issue, we discussed the relia¬ 
bility of "personal testimony" over 
Srila Prabhupada's directly record¬ 
ed statements in the article "The 
Logic of the POP". There it was 
pointed out that while with di¬ 
rectly recorded statements from 
Srila Prabhupada we have 100% 
certainty, there is no way to know 
for certain whether a personal 
testimony is accurate. Thus, we

cannot claim certain conclusions 
based on uncertain sources, as this 
would be illogical. Starkly illustrat¬ 
ing why such personal testimony 
can indeed be uncertain and un¬ 
reliable, is the following exchange 
from the directly recorded state¬ 
ments of Srila Prabhupada (POP): 

Mahendra: "Eating maha-pra- 
sadam is also fasting." 

Srila Prabhupada: "Who says?" 

Mahendra: "You said that to Pa- 
ramaharhsa Swami once." 

Srila Prabhupada: "And you 
heard from Paramahamsa." 

Mahendra: " No. I was in the 
room . It was when he was trying 
to observe Caturmasya." 

Srila Prabhupada: " I never said 
that ". 

(Morning walk, 7/6/76, emphases 
added) 

Here, we have an example of a 
devotee who testifies to what he 
"heard" when he was directly in 
the room with Srila Prabhupada. 
And yet Srila Prabhupada explains 
that actually the devotee's "testi¬ 
mony" was faulty. 

BVKS's statement, as well as 
testimony provided by others, 
shows how the guru hoax relies 
on such uncertain personal tes¬ 
timony, rather than only Srila 
Prabhupada's directly record¬ 
ed statements, to make its case. 
But the exchange above be¬ 
tween Srila Prabhupada and Ma¬ 
hendra proves that personal tes¬ 
timony is not always reliable. 
And thus, we can only rely on 
the directly recorded words of 
Srila Prabhupada. 


Persecution Hypocrisy Continues 


In BTP 57's "Quotes, Notes and 
News" ("QNN"), we exposed the 
stunning hypocrisy of ISKCON's 
GBC complaining about the per¬ 
secution of religious minorities, 
while themselves continuing to 
persecute the IRM minority with¬ 
in ISKCON! And there is no stop¬ 
ping the GBC's hypocrisy jugger¬ 
naut, which continues to roll on 
without shame. 

1) ISKCON News published a 
feature on ISKCON guru and GBC 
HH Sivarama Swami ("SRS") ti¬ 
tled "Sivarama Swami promotes 
religious and racial tolerance 
amongst children" (ISKCON News, 
26/1/18), in which he "spoke 
about tolerance, unity and di¬ 
versity." Similarly, the ISKCON 
Hungary-produced video "Sivara¬ 
ma Swami's life", in which SRS is 
extensively interviewed, claims 
that SRS "led numerous nation¬ 
al and international campaigns 
on the protection of minority 
rights. He willingly engages in 
discussions with social leaders 
and practitioners of other re¬ 
ligions." Yet, this is the same Si¬ 
varama Swami whose promotion 
of-religious tolerance, unity and 
diversity, minority rights, and in¬ 
terfaith dialogue-does not ex¬ 
tend to devotees who support 
Srila Prabhupada as ISKCON's 
diksa guru (a position offensively 
described as the "posthumous rt- 
vik theory"): 

"It is the desire of the lo¬ 
cal ISKCON, UK Charity Board 
of Directors, chaired by His Ho¬ 
liness Sivarama Swami. that I 
strictly uphold the above man¬ 
date, and hence this letter. They 
have obliged me to ban all per¬ 
sons who advocate, assist, or¬ 
ganise or help finance posthu¬ 
mous ritvik theories from com¬ 
ing to Bhaktivedanta Manor." 
(Banning letter issued by ISKCON 
UK HQ, emphases added) 

SRS also attempted to stop 
any devotees in Hungary dar¬ 


ing to even read the IRM's publi¬ 
cations by reminding them of the 
threat of "serious sanctions" they 
will face: 

"Therefore ritviks and their 
literature should be ignored 
[...] The tone of the above law 
makes it quite clear that per¬ 
sons who are in breach of it can 
expect to be the object of seri¬ 
ous sanctions." 

(SRS Letter to Hungarian devotees, 
17/7/08) 

2) In an ironic twist, the GBC 
has obtained an order from The 

New York Kings County Su¬ 
preme Court to stop the banning 
of worshippers at the ISKCON 
Brooklyn temple (aka "ISKCON 
Bharati Center"). This order was 
against the long-timeTemple Pres¬ 
ident Ramabhadra Dasa who has 
defied the GBC's decision to not 
sell the temple. 

The New York Kings County 
Supreme Court Judge stated in a 
hearing on 19/1/18: 

"no one is going to be pre¬ 
vented from worshiping at 
Bharati Center [...] People have 
rights, and cannot simply be 
thrown out of a church, syna¬ 
gogue or temple unless they are 
disruptive." 

(Hon. Dawn Jimenez-Salta, New York 
Kings County Supreme Court Judge) 

The GBC's attorney noted that: 

"The judge continued to say 
that she could enter any Catho¬ 
lic church in the world and no¬ 
body would prevent her from 
entering." 

(ISKCON News, 8/2/18) 

So here the GBC is fighting for 
and trumpeting the right of any¬ 
one to visit a religious place of wor¬ 
ship. But it has also passed a reso¬ 
lution (303, 1999) that states that 
a punishment for those who be¬ 
lieve Srila Prabhupada is ISKCON's 
diksa guru, is to be banned from 
visiting ISKCON temples! It seems 
there is no limit to their shameless 
hypocrisy.

Dishonest Tactics Required to Oppose the IRM 


GBC-elected diksa guru Kripamoya Dasa ("KMD") vehemently believes in the right of everyone to freely attack religious beliefs: 

"The God I believe in gives me the absolute freedom to commit blasphemy, if I so choose. Everyone should have the same freedom." 
(KMD, social media, 3/4/17) 

He also agreed with the following statement promoting the freedom of the"Britain First" political party to hate religion, by quoting it and stat¬ 
ing that the points it makes highlight "A worrying development to free-thinking" (KMD, social media, 8/3/18): 

"Is it a crime to 'demonstrate hostility to the Muslim faith'? The jailing of Britain First's leaders suggests it might be. And however much 
you hate Britain First, that should worry you. No one should be punished for hating religion". (Brendan O'Neill) 

He has made a number of similar statements supporting the freedom to insult, hate and condemn religious beliefs. After all, as quoted above, 
he believes in the "absolute freedom" to "commit blasphemy", which basically covers anything derogatory one may say about a religious belief. 

Yet these strong beliefs of KMD can be compared with the following statement he made: 

"Yet freedom of expression, no matter what the belief, does not include the absolute freedom to insult deeply-held religious convic¬ 
tions, or a community's saints or teachers. And it certainly does not include the right to incite others to hatred on the basis of that per¬ 
son's race, appearance or beliefs." 

(KMD, "The Latest IRM Journalism needs some Media Ethics", posted on 2/8/12) 

Note here KMD states the exact opposite. Here he says one does not have the "absolute freedom" to insult or hate religion, even though he be¬ 
lieves in the "absolute freedom to commit blasphemy"! The reason for this 180 degree head spinning flip-flop is because here he was specifical¬ 
ly responding to the IRM exposing the ISKCON guru hoax, which he desperately needs to find some way to oppose. Hence, he put forward anti- 
freedom-of-speech arguments that he does not even believe in just so he could shut down the IRM's position, since he cannot defeat it with facts! 

Another example of such a flip-flop was him engaging in the following rant against the IRM's position: 

"After Prabhupada, basically there are no more gurus. Prabhupada is the one guru who has come. He's the one guru who's come and 
Prabhupada will save you. So let's bypass all the mechanics of parampara". 

(KMD Lecture, 27/2/18) 

So he attacks the idea that SrTla Prabhupada will "save you" as part of his rant against the IRM's position that SrTla Prabhupada is the "one guru 
who has come", because he claims that this bypasses the parampara (disciplic succession). However, he has already gone on record and stated 
that SrTla Prabhupada will save everyone in ISKCON: 

"And certainly we are all depending on Srlla Prabhupada to intercede with Krishna so that we can attain His shelter. [...] He is surely 
our guarantee of salvation if we follow his instructions and personal example in our daily life." 

(KMD, The Vaishnava Voice , 6/5/07) 

Thus, again, KMD puts forward an argument-that to say SrTla Prabhupada will save us is against the parampara -that he does not even agree 
with, just so he can oppose the IRM's position. 

This is what happens when one tries to defeat the truth regarding SrTla Prabhupada's position as ISKCON's diksa guru - out of desperation one 
has to even sink to stating things one does not believe. 

KMD recently stated that: 

"A piece of religious writing, even if respected by millions, must always be subjected to logical scrutiny". 

(KMD, social media, 5/2/18) 

Thus, KMD is damned by his own prescription. Because when we subject KMD's own writing to "logical scrutiny", as we have done here, we find 
dishonest tactics-for to put forward arguments one does not even believe in is profoundly dishonest. A dishonesty necessitated by the desper¬ 
ate need to oppose a viewpoint that threatens one's position as SrTla Prabhupada's unauthorised diksa guru "successor".
